2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-35 lack novelty under POT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Umeya et a!., (US 2003/0031845). 

Umeya shows a drapable transfer display film (In abstract) of plurality stacked layers that are prepared on, cured and lifted from a release 
surface and then transferred to adrapble substrate (In fig.l and fig. 2 and in section 0010,0034 and 0039), the plurality of stacked layers 
having an least one liquid crystal layer and at least one electrically conductive layer near the liquid crystal layer (In section 0012, 0013, 
0034, 0035). Umeya shows adhesive layer to bond the plurality of layers to an adhesive (in section 0037); transfer display film^nd drape 
coefficient less than 100%) in section 0051); a casting layer applied on the release surface on which other layers (In fig. 1) and electrical 
insulation layer located between the first electrically conductive layer and the liquid crystal layer (in section 0054) and layer having left 
and right twist cholesteric materials (in section 0036). 
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
